A letter from the pen of C. B. Young, under 
the sion de plume of “ Monitor,” is published in 
the Victoria Chronicle, criticizing our article upon 
the Bate Inlet frail, in which the most gross and, 
we are disposed to think, wanton misstatements 
are indulged in. Now, we have no desire to pro- 
tract a discussion which can tend to no practical 
result, for, as we have already stated, the mad 
scheme of opening ap communication from Bute 

" Inlet to the interior of this Colony has long since 
ceased toinspire “‘ New Westminster lot owners” 
‘ with terror ; and as for the absard claim for com- 
pensation or the equally foolish attempt ta in- 
duce the Government of this Colony to purchase 
‘the work the whole thing is perfectly safe, and 
will not be affected one way or the other by 
pewspaper discussion, much less by unscrupulous 
anonymots scribblers. We cagnot,' however, 
resist the temptation of pointing out a few of 
the unblushing misstatements the letter in ques- 
tion contains. It is stated that the Forward 
drew 9 feet 6 inches and that the soundings in 
going up were 17 feet. Now the fact is the boat 
only drew 7 feet, as we before stated, and she 
‘touched bottom in descending the river, although 
she came down at high water. The soundings 
in no place exceeded 15-feet and in three places 
showed only seven feet! This being the case at 
high tide we leave our readers to imagine what 
sort of navigation the river is likely to afford at 
low water. As for the width of the channel at 
“ Wappinctox” the fact that the little steamer 
Enterprise lay entirely across it and got her back 
broken affords a sufficient explanation. |“ Mun- 
itor” says “the trailis too good for a mule trail.” 
We opine the poor unfortunate mule in strag- 
gling up the steep and insecure zigzags of “ Wad- 
dington Mountain,” or, perhaps, more appropri- 
ately ‘‘ Wapprneton’s Fotvy,” if possessing the 
gift attributable to Baalam's ass would give the 
lie to such an idle assertion; When we said that 
the grade was one in two we were quite within 
the truth, that is, if we can| believe the positive 
statement of practical cgiters, accustomed to 
grades and of over five yeafs experience in trail 
making in this Colony, and men, too, who have 
no interest whatever ini misrepresenting the mat- 
ter.

Gop rx Avstratia.—A letter in| the London 
Star from Melbourve, Australia, says the ‘ yield 
of gold for the year is uot quite equal to that of 
1862. There is a deficiency in. the total yield 
of 20,000 or 30,000 ounces, but the increase’ of 
machinery, and the improved processes fur sav- 
ing gold, promise better for the present year. 
The deep leads of Ballarat still prove to be very 
rich. For example, the Kolr-i-noor Company 
lately washed out 459 ounces of gold in three 
days, and declared a dividend of £60 per share 
for ten day’s work. During the year the total 
clearances of gold amounted to 1,998,501 ounces 
of which 1,634,377 ounces Were from Victoria, 
and 364,124 ounces were transhipped from New 
Zealand The clearance during 1862 were 2,019, 
$30 ourices—1,711,508 onces being. from Vic- 
toria, and 308,331 ounces from New. Zealand.
